Statements by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the 
organization in. the past indicated its purpose to be the 
resistance, to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist influence 
within" the United States; for the formation of a guerrilla or 
underground organization to combat the troops of any foreign:

Statements ,by DE PUGH and literature distributed by the organi- 
zation in, the past indicated its purpose to be the resistance 
to, and exposure of , the spread of communist influence within 
the United States; for the formation of a, .guerrilla or under- 
ground organization to combat the troops of any foreign powers 
which might eventually occupy this country; and resist passage 
of laws which would regulate private ownership of firearms. 

The Kans^ City Star Newspaper, Kansas City, Missouri, 
has on numerous occasions, carried various articles concerning 
DE PUGH and the "Minutemen^^ wherein it was stated that members 
of the organization participate in maneuvers utilizing guerrilla 
tactics with machine guns, mortars, grenades and other firearms# 

DE PUGH has publicly stated on numerous occasions 
that the "Minutemen" as an organization does not buy or store 
arms or ammunition; however, the individual members of the 
organization maintain arms and ammunition, which is their 
constitutional right. i

"Minutemen" literature mailed , to members , in the past 
has furnished instructions in^ the use of explosives and has 
also given details for the making of explosive compounds from 
such readily accessible ingredients as a common fertilizer, 
ammonium nitrate. 

In May, 1966, a confidential source advised that 
ROBERT B* DE PUGH, in a recent message to the national coordi- 
nators of "Minutemen,^* announced the "Minutemen" organization 
was .being divided, into two separate bodies. One group w^s to be 
composed directly of members who have -been able to maintain 
complete secrecy of their identity, from both the public and from 
Government investigative agencies. T&e second group was to be 
made up of all members who have been publicly , identified, or who 
there is reason to believe have been identified as "Minutemen" 
members by an agency of the Federal Government ♦ 

In announcing the reorganization, DE PUGH .stated 
that a complete resistance movement involving total resistance, 
must involve not only guerrilla warfare and not only resistance 
warfare, but that it must involve psychological and political 
warfare as well. 
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DE PUGH stated that what he was proposing and trying 
to effect, was to build a political parly that as such would 
have legal immunity, which would serve as a communications 
network for patriots that have other interests, and among 
whose members these other patriots can maintain their secrecy 
of identity. AH future correspondence and communications on 
the national level will be done in the name of the Patriotic 
Party. DE PUGH also advised that if ever called to court, as 
he expected to be in the future, he was going to state that as 
far as the national orgahissation is concerned, the "Minutemen" 
had ceased to exist. 

DE PUGH, in the announcement, continued to the effect 
there is no reason why at some future date, when the environment 
is more conducive tc? military action, that the Patriotic Party 
cannot be used once again to pull together various local organi- 
zations into one national orgahi2satipn. By acting both as a 
front and as- a means of coordination, the Patriotic Party can be 
invaluable in the building of a future resistance movement.

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Ricfimdnd News Leader?, a Richmond, 
Virginia, daily newspaper, .reporteii that George Lincoln Rockwell, 
on the previous day, had again applied, for ,t6e American -Nazi '.Party 
to be chartered in the Sta'te of Virginia, but this request, was 
turned down by the Virginia State' torporation; Commission. This 
action was taken pursuant' to an ,act of tlie li962 Virginia Assembly 
Which prohibits use of "Nazi" or 'Wationai Socialism" in. a Virginia 
charter. This article further pointed out that; Rockwell's Iferty' is 
presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George Lincoln 
Rockwell Party. 

On, August 14, 1^64, a source, who has 'furnisHed* reliable informatidn 
in ttie'past, . advised, ;t,hat AltP-WtltEiiS' waS; organize^', by George, Lincoln 
Rockwell at his...residence in Arlihgtori , Virginia , on.rEebruary , .26 , 
1956, as».an internatibns^l '!National. Socialistr'movemerit based on the 
Geijman Nazi; Party headed by Adolf J Hi tier. He added that. Rockwell is 
the Ijbminant force and pe^rsonaiity in tbis Party; that he ,is ., 
espousing' a "line" of hatred against. jthe Jews-and Negroes; .,andv. that 
he is seeking, through speeches, 'distributi'ion of literature and 
picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant political party in 
the United States and in foreign countries. . r 

According to the' "Stofmtrooper*s Manual*', an off icial. publication 
of the ANP, t the phases of ^NP' struggle for power are fourfold, 
namely; first "to make qur^elves known to the masses"; second, 
!^t he dissemination of our program and truth about the Party"; 
third, "organizing the people who have been converted to our 
propaganda"; and fourth, "the* attainment of power through the

On AugusJ.19, 1966, the source aiiyised that George Liricdlh Rockwell, 
presently believes that he has completed the first two phases in 
his struggle, for power and is wellpinto the third state, tb-wit: 
^/,the organizing of "the 'people -w6o havfe bgen converted, tonour, 
propaganda". The source added that Rockwell had previously believed 
tliat'he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 1965,

Communist Party members have taken an active part in 
this council since its inception and continue to do so by 
holding office, working on committees and managing the 
finances.
